Mrs. Victoria Moore and her sister-in- 
law, Mise Cora Moore, came from their 
plantation home in Louisiana to witness 
the glories of the World's Fair. and 30 
minutes after their arrival in the city met 
death within sight of the towering domes 
and glistening spires of the Exposition. 

It was a few minutes after 6 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon when James Moore, 
@ prosperous planter of Bell’s Store, La. 
accompanied by his wife, Mts. Victoria 
Moore, his sister, Miss Cora Moore, and 
Miss Nana Brannon, reached Union Sta- 
tion. 

There they were met by C. A. Smith. a 
runner, who induced them to go to the 
Cottage Grove Hotel, one-fourth of a mile 
east of West, End Heights, west of the 
Christian Endeavor Hotel and south of 
the Fair.

As soon as the cars had passed Mr. Moore 
and his party started to cross the tracks to 
Feach the walk leading south to the hotel.

Liberal rewards were offered for the ar- 
rest of Géiden since the shooting, but he 
eluded capture. A message announcing his 
arrest was received by the East St. Louis 


police Thursday, and an officer will be 
sent to Lincoln to bring him back. 

The killing of Patrolman Reedy occurred 
during a quarrel between Reedy and John 
Golden, a brother of James. The patrol- 
man is said to have struck John Golden 
with his club. Then, according to witness- 
es, James Golden ran into the saloon, went 
behind the bar. secured a revolver and. 
coming out. fired at Reedy twice. At the 
second shot Reedy fell. dying almost in- 
stantly. 30th the Goldens escaped. 

Another account of the shooting says 
that Reedy arrested both Goldens inside 
the saloon, telephoned for a trol wagon 
and had stepped outside with the men 
when both attacked him. James Golden 
fired but one shot. according to this ver- 
sion, the bullet striking Reedy in the stom- 
ach and causing instant death.

Anton Syoelente, a Russian, short and 
light, aged 35 years, is in jail in Fast 8t. 
Louls for the reason, indirecth, that he 
insists on marrying Charlotte Emevin, a 
negress, tall and exceedingly black, aged 
40. 

Syoelente resides in St. Louls County and 
is employed by a dairyman near Delmar 
Garden. He has been there several years. 
The woman also belongs in Missouri. 

As told in late editions of Wednesday’s 
Post-Dispatch, Syoelente and the woman, 
accompanied by George Washington Bas- 
come, a St. Louis negro lawyer. and W. 
T. Scott, late nominee for the presidency 
on the Liberty (negro) ticket, went to East 
St. Louis to secure a marriage license. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there is no 
law in Illinois to prevent the marriage of 
a white and a colored person, License 
Clerk George Caughlan denied the couple a 
permit to wed. They at once went to 
Belleville, where they met with a similar 
rebuff at the hands of County Clerk Geo. 
K. Thomas.

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One Japanese Cruiser Rumored Lost and Two 
Russian Battleships Crippled—St. Petersburg — % 
Admits Attempt at Escape Was Made 
—Fall of the City Is Near. 


LONDON, Aug. 11.—A dispatch to a news agency from Tokio announces definitely — 
that Admiral Togo has frustrated the attempt of the Port Arthur squadron to escape 
and adds that the Port Arthur forts participated with the warships in the engagement, 
indicating, if true, that the fighting occurred close to the fort. 

11.—S p. m.—Tnere is no longer any doubt that the greatest Fe 
naval battle of the war hes just been fought off Port Arthur. eae 

Rractically the entire battleship and cruiser squadron at Port Arthur, not z 
wholly disabled, made a desperate effort Wednesday morning to dash through the Be 
Japanese lines and race to Vladivostok to join the fleet there. 4 

When the dash began the Japanese were supposed to be off geank: but the e 
Russiap fleet was hardly outside the outer roadstead when Admiral Togo’s a 
seemel to rise out of the sea and pounce upon the foe. 

The battle occurred near enough to the shore for the Russian land batterie: 2 
to take part, and the sea in the fire zone was churned te foam with the hail of. 
shell that fell from the great guns. i 

All day the battle raged, and, when night came on, Togo brought his torpedo : 
craft into use and they delivered a series of attacks against the enemy’s fleet, . 

The results of the battle are not known, except that one Japanese 
the Kasagi, was sunk, and that two Russian vessels, the Retvizan and the Pobieda,, e. 
were so badly crippled that they steamed back to the harbor, moving with mee: < or 
diffienity. Ve 

It is probable that the chase continues. As the speed of the Russian fleet. % 
only that of its slowest unit, the Poltava, which makes only 16 knots an hour, the’ 
Japanese ships are at a decided advantage, as the slowest ship of the :

It is believed that if the Russian fleet is not already out of action, the cate 
for its escape is not more than one out of a possible aundred.

Though the Ryesnitelni is still flying the Russian flag, she has been dis-

Michael Kelly’s Rise to Fortune Was 
Through His Persistent Effort 
and Industry. 


OWNS SIX MINES AND STORE 


His Workmen Live in Westville, the 
‘Most Remarkable of the 
Illinois Towns. 


WESTVILLE, IU, Aug. 11.—This city of 
four thousand inhabitants has thirty-one 
saloons and two churches, one Catholic and 
one Protestant—and the latter congrega- 
tion meets but once a fortnight for wor- 
ship. 

The parish priest speaks seven lan- 
guages, and he is still unable to make all 
his congregation understand him, There 
are Polanders, Italians, Spaniards, Portu- 
guese, Irish, English, Germans, Beligians, 
French, Mexicans, Africans, Russians, 
Lithuanians, Danes, Swedes and Norwe- 
gians in the city, besides a few Americans. 

It is a mining town pure and simple, and 
three thousand men and boys are employed 
in the seven mines in the vicinity. Over 
two million tons of coal are shipped each 
year, and the man who owns the bigger 
share of the valuable property began to 
dig coal with a pick from what is known 
as a “strip bank’ less than forty-five 
years ago. 

Today he worth at least $4,000,000 


Michale Kelly, millionaire mine owner, 
laid the foundation of his vast fortune 
with a pick. He came to Danville a poor, 
iiiterate Irishman, unable to write his 
own name. Today he lives in a fine home 
on one of the best streets of the city, and 
is perhaps the richest man in Danville. 

It was long known that rich rir oh depos- 
its underlaid the soil of Vermilion county, 
but Kelly was the first man to make use of 
the knowledge. He purchased ten acres of 
poor land soon after he arrived the 
city, and opened up a “strip bank.’’ He 
worked at night uncovering & thick lay- 
ers of coal, and hired a few men and 
teams to haul it to market. From week 
to week he added more teams and hired 
more men, and soon had built up a quite 
a business. Latter he decided to go into 
the mining business in earnest. He sunk 
a shaft near what is now konwn as Kelly- 
ville, and was soon a full-fledged opera- 


tor. 

“Mike” Kelly, as he is known far and 
wide, refused $3, 500,000 for his holdings in 
Westville and Kellyville recently. He has 
six big mines, a big general store, and 
supplies a vast amount of ooal to big 

cago firms each year. 

‘Westville gave a big street fair this year, 
the first in the history of the town, and it 
was a very famous affair. One brewery 
alone shipped in and sold ten carloads of 
beer during the week of the fair. “ 

After the street fair was over the man- 
agers donated $50 to the New (Christian 
church and Y. M. C, A. that is belng bullt 
on the main street. 

The miners as a class are free with their 
moncy. They spend it like water when 
they have it, and on pay day night the 
town is wide open. About $70,000 is paid

JUDGE PARKER’S PLEOGE. 

In pledging himself not to accept a renomination for the pres- 
idency if elected, Judge Parker was careful to say that he 
intended no reflection upon any of our presidents, from Wash- 
ington down, who have held office for two terms or sought to 
‘succeed themselves, but he suggested very strong arguments in 
favor of the precedent which he thus deliberately seeks to 
establish. He said that a president “should be unembarrassed 
by any possible thought of the influence his decision may have 
upon anything whatever that may affect him personally.” And 
added: 

“It is simply my judgment that the interests of this 
country are now so vast, and the questions presented 
are frequently of such overpowering magnitude to the 
people, that it is indispensable to the maintenance 
of a befitting attitude before the people, not only that 
the magistrate should be independent, but that that in- 
dependence should be known of all men.” 

With great reluctance Washington set the precedent for a 
second term, but refused a third term with such an utterance 
against further continuance in the office of president, that no 
president has dared violate it since. Reviewing our experi- 
ence, especially of late years, no one can deny that there are 
strong reasons for a new precedent in favor of one term. 

It cannot be denied that Mr. Roosevelt’s conduct in the presi- 
dential office, to which he was not elected, was greatly in- 
fluenced by his eager desire for the presidential nomination and 
election. Time and attention which should have been given 
with clear and unbiased mind to the interests of the country, 
were devoted to building up a machine and to the strengthen- 
ing of sentiment in the party and the country in favor of his 
nomination. He is not the only president who has built up a 
golid machine and has had his actions and utterances in the 

idential office influenced by the desire for re-election. -Re- 
fomination and re-election have been regarded in the light 
of desirable vindications of presidential policy. 

But the influence of the second term ambition has been, per- 
haps, more conspicuous in the caso of Mr. Roosevelt, who was 
not lected president, than any other president. We have 
seen him change from an ardent civil service reformer to a 
spoilsman; from a tariff for revenue advocate to a tariff stand- 
patter; from a trust buster to a trust conciliator, by his desire 
for a second term. We have seen many of his presidential acts 


* greatly influenced by his ambition. 


* The pledge of Judge Parker is, therefore, in the nature of an 
fssue which is strong and timely. It is a guarantee that the 
t power of the president will not be used for the advance- 
ment of his selfish ambition, and that his action with regard 
to all the great popular interests concerned in the administra- 
tion of the government will not be in the slightest degree 
biassed by a desire to curry favor with either his party or the 
ple, or with any powerful interest seeking favor from the 
iovernment. It is a practical guarantee that the civil service 
law will be enforced in the presidential appointments and in 
the administration’s control of public offices. It would leave 
Judge Parker, if elected, free from temptation to consider any- 
thing but the public good in the conduct of his great office.

MR. PARKER’S ACCEPTANCE. 
Parker’s speech accepting the Democratic nomination for President, is judi- 
honest and sensible, with its points well put and well sus-

cial, straightforward, 
tained. 

The speech is especially admirable in its treatment of the tawdry jingo theory 
that the United States became a world power by virtue of a petty war with Spain 
rather than by virtue of the moral force of great principles of human liberty and 
free government. 

In his treatment of the Philippine question Mr. Parker is not so happy, his con- 
clusions are doubtful. When he talks of self-government he leaves the country to 
guess whether he means actual independence or the local self-government under the 
American flag that Mr. Roosevelt talks about. ; . 

Aside from the personality of President Roosevelt, which Mr, Parker, with his 
sense of propriety, would hardly discuss at this stage of the campaign, the main 
issues are the tariff, the trusts and imperialism. On two of these the candidate 
takes a firm stand in tine with the best traditions of his party. If he speaks more 
like a judge than an advocate his reasoning is clear and his conclusions are sound 

“The present tariff law,’ he says, “iS Unjust in its operation, excessive in many 
of its rates, and so framed in particular instances as to exact inordinate profits from 
the people. So well understood has this View become,” he declares, ‘“‘that many 
prominent members of the Republican party and at least two of its state conven- 
tions have dared to voice the general sentiment on that subject.” The change he 
favors is ‘a reasonable reduction of the tariff,” but he frankly concedes that ‘“‘we 
cannot hope to secure a majority of the Senate during the next four years, and 
hence we shall be unable to make any’ modifications in the tariff save that to which 
the Republican majority in the senate may consent,”’ but he shrewdly says: ‘So con- 
fident am 1 in the belief that the demand of the people for a reform of the tariff is 


| just that I indulge the hope that should a Democratic House of Representatives and 


a Democratic executive be chosen by the people even a Republican senate may heed 
the warning and consent to give at least some measure of relief to the people.” 

And yet there are persons who have doubted that Alton B. Parker is an astute 
politician. Mr. Parker’s position on the trusts is equally safe and sane. Although 
as far removed as possible from the professional anti-trust howler who denounces 
indiscriminately combinations of capital, he does not ignore the fact, as President 
Roosevelt did in his speech, that there are oppressive and unlawful monopolies call- 
ing for restraint. Nor does he fail to indicate the cause and point to a remedy for 
the evil. These monopolies, he says, in large part “have been encouraged and stim- 
ulated by excessive tariff duties.”’ 

He would, therefore reduce the trust sheltering duties and then attack monopo- 
lies under the common law, which he beheves to be adequate in the hands of offi- 
clals resolutely bent upon forcing it. This view was advanced by the World long 
before our highest courts had affirmed it. But if the common law is inadequate, he 
favors “such further legislation within Constitutional Umitation as will give the 
people a just and full measure of protection.” 

On the subject of imperialism as illustrated in the Philippines, Mr. Parker 
He says: “Viewing the question even from the stand- 
point of national selfishness, there is no Prospect that the twenty mi.lions of dollars 
expended in the purchase of the islands, and the six hundred and fifty millions said to 
have been since disbursed. will ever come back to us. The accident of war brought 
the Philippines into our possession, and We are not at liberty to disregard the re- 
sponsibility which thus came to us, but that responsibility will be best subserved by 
preparing the is'anders as rapidly as possible for self government, and giving to 
them the assurance that it will come a5 8o0n as they are reasonably prepared for it.”’ 

But what kind of self government is it to be? Mr. Roosevelt says. “‘We have es- 
tablished in the islands a government by Americans assisted by Filipinos. We are 
steadily striving to transform this into self government, by the Filipinos assisted 
by Americans.” Is this what Judge Parker means? If it is not what he means, he 
should have made his position perfectly Clear. There is yet time to do so in his letter 
of acceptance. 

Mr. Parker's riddling of the preposterous pretension, 80 often advanced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, that the United States did not become 4 “world power,” unti after

NEW YORK, Aug. 1l.—State Superintend- 
ent of Elections George Wilson Morgan has 
uneirthed what he believes to be the grealt- 
est citizenship papers fraud ever perpetrat- 
ed. Investigation thus far shows that with- 
in the last year more than $600,000 has been 
collected by members of one gang interested 
in the sale of fraudulent certificates. 

IF is estimated by the federai authorities 
that more than 100,000 fraudulent naturali- 
zation papers have been sold by this gang 
asd that 30,000 of these have been issued 
in the city of New York. 

A large number of arrests have been made 
and more are to follow within the next few 
weeks. Mr. Morgan says he !s determined 
to break up the system and that everybody 
connected with it, who can be apprehended, 
will be put on trial. 

The story of the frauds was made public 
by Mr. Morgan. He said: “The first dis- 
covery of fraudulent certificates of citizen- 
ship was made by Commissioner Williams 
of the Ellis Island immigration bureau. 

“With great frequency, immigrants dis- 
Play naturalization papers upon ianding 
and claim that they have simply been home 
ona visit. Upon investigation it was found 
that many such certificates were forgeries 
throughout, being an exact copy of the cer- 
tificates issued out of the district clerk's 
nate for the southern district of New 

ork. 


‘The seal was a counterfeit of the seal, 
the signature a forgery and in all respects 
it was an exact copy of the legal certificate. 
These were traced to Newark, N. J., where 
three Italians had a plant for printing cer 
tificates and sold them in the large cities 
of this country and in Italy. : 

“Immigrants desiring ready admission to 
the United States bought forged papers be- 
fore leaving their native country and were 
admitted to this country without question. 

“Criminals, it has been learned, believe 
that they will be more readily protected in 
their own country than if they can show 
they are citizens of the United States. In 
many cases these papers have been bought 
to avoid the compulsory military service of 
the European countries. ; 

“Tt has been estimated that fully 30 pe) 
cent of Italian citizens in this vicinity hold 
fraudulent naturalization papers.’

BOSTON BEANS ARE 
GROWN IN CANADA 


I 


| Hundreds of Acres Devoted to Hub’s 
Delicatessen—Kentucky To- 
bacco Raised. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 11.—There has been 
& remarkable increase in the number of 
allnight quick lunchrooms and bean- 
eries in the larger cities of Canada, with- 
in the last few months, and it was through 
this that a fact, apparently unknown to 
Canada and people of the United States, 
namely, that Boston beans come princi- 
pally from Canada, and especially from the 
province of Otario, has become published. 
Although the story seems fishy, the fact 
remains, and the counties of Kent and 
Essex are the ones where the beans are 


grown. It has become a regular specialty 
with the farmers there. Ridgetown is 
the center of the district, and twenty acres 
out of every one hundred are given to bean 
raising for export to the United States, 
where they are turned into Boston baked 
beans. 

One farmer has 8 acres of beans out 
of a farm of 90 acres, and another has 
70 acres of beans out of a farm of 150 
acres. Between Ridgetown and Rondeau, 
an exceptionally fine country, beans are 
grown in paying quantities off the same 
land year after year, by simply keeping 
it fertilized. Beans pay weil, anu, ike 
wheat, yield a good return in cash. 

The price varies from $1 to $1.85, but the 
average is $1.2, at which they are very 
profitable, for the labor is not great. and 
with the labor-saving devices and new ma- 
chinery now used they are easy crops. 
An acre will yield about tewenty-five bush- 
els. The — is late this year, but looks 
well, and with a fair price the tncome 
from beans will make u in a@ ‘great 
measure for the shortage of wheat in this 
particular district, though in the far West 
the wheat crop will be greater than ever. 
Ninety days from the time the beans are 
planted they are ready to cut.

Health Commissioner Asks for Resig- 
nations of Accusers of Poor- 
house Superintendent.

CHARGES INVESTIGATED 


Chief Clerk Alleged That Brutality 
Toward an Insane Patient Was 
Winked At. 


Hicalth Commissioner Simon hag requested 
the resignations of Dr. J. B. Chiles and | 
Dr. R. Emmett Keaney of the Poorhouse 
staff of physicians and also the resignation 
of John Dierkes, chief clerk of that institu- 
tion. He says the resignations are asked 
for in the interest of harmany at the Poor- 


house. 

Mr. Dierkes recently made verbal charges 
against Superintendent Hart to the clerk of 
the board of health. 

He charged that Hart retained in the 
service at the Poorhouse an attendant 
named D. J. O'Gorman, after O'Gorman 
had brutally beaten an aged insane patient 
with an iron baer. 

No action was taken by the board of 
health or the health commissioner except t6 
hear Mr. Hart's side of the case, which was 
apparently considered satisfactory. 

Dierkes then went to Mayor Wells r- 
sonally and complained about Hart. That 
was on Tuesday of last week. Mayor Wells 
departed from St. Louls the “7 ollowing, 
but left the impression about the city hall 
that he could call upon Mr. Hart for an 
explanation when he returned. 

Drs. Chiles and Keaney, it appears, had 
as deep-seated grievances against Supt. 
Hart as Dierkes had, and they are 
understood to have joined in his charges 
tacitly, if not openly. 

Mr. Hart learned what was going on, 
and it is presumed that Dr. Simon did, 
too, for he called for the resignations 
of Chiles. Keaney and Dierkes Wednes- 
day afternoon without waiting for the 
mayor to return and look into the con- 
troversy. 

Dierkes charged that O'Gorman beat 
the patient in July and used an iron 
bar on his head and _ shoulders. He 
claimed that: the bruises were visible 
and that Mr. Hart saw them on @ sub- 
sequent investigation. Although it is 
a strict rule of the institution that no 
patient be beaten or maltreated, Dierkes 
says Hart refused to remove O'Gorman 
for his conduct. 


Supt. Hart 


Denies It. 

Supt. Hart. in a statement to tke 
Post-Dispatch denied that O'Gorman 
used an iron bar on the patient. He 
said that O’Gorman had a scuffle with 
an insane patient, but that it was neces- 
sry to control him. Mr. Hart says it 
would be impossible for a guard to get 
an iron bar around the institution. 

The three men whose resignations 
have been requested are Democrats, and 
were appointed by Dr. Simon to suc- 
ceed holdovers from the previous ad- 
ministration. Dierkes is a son of 
Deputy Auditor Edward Dierkes. 
Keaney is a cousin of Daniel F. Mee- 
han, a well-known member of the house

VAST UNDERGROUND 
WALL IN TEXAS 


Geologists Assert It Is of Volcanic 
Origin—Historians Say Prehis- 
toric Race Built It. 


Special to the Post Dispatce. 

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 11.—Near Rockwall 
is one of the most curious formations in 
Texas. This town and county was named 
after it, and many contended that in spite 
of the opinion of scientists to the contrary, 
the formation is the product of the toil 
of a prehistoric race of people. 

The reck wall, as it is known, extends 
along three sides of the town, but gener- 
ally at some distance from it, although 
to the south it is to be found within 200 or 
300 yards of the corporation line. 

No one seems to know just how long it is, 
but traces of it have been discovered across 
the river in Dallas county. 

Geologists say that the wall owes its 
origin to a volcanic upheaval. It is com- 
posed of stones which are three inches In 
length. They are piled on top of one an- 
other, just like brick, and with the same 
regularity. 

All of it is under ground. At some places 
it comes to within ten feet of the surface 
of the earth. In others one wil have to 
dig down to twice that depth before its 
top is touched. In the localities where it is 
nearest the surface, plowshares have, turn- 


ed over many of the stones and some of 
the tields are plentifully besprinkled with 
them. 

The stones are light yellow and evidently 
have a mica in them. There are some 
streaks, too, which closely resemble white 
raarble. The substance is very hard and 
when exposed to the elements does not 
deteriorate. This is attested by pleces 
which have been left exposed for more than 
a generation. 

Another curlous thing about it is that 
there is no other stone in the county which 
is just like it. Rockwall county has some 
fine building stone, but it is an entirely dif- 
fert kind. 

Many believe that this wall was bullt by 
prehistoric men as a fortification for a set- 
tlement which once stood on this very 
spot. Asked to explain why it is that the 
wall is now under ground, they call atten- 
tion to the belief of geologists that once 
Red river found its way to the sea down 
through this valley, and that it was miles 
in width. This black dirt, the theorists 
contend, is a mixture of alluvial deposits 
and clay, and these deposits, they say, cov- 
ered up the walls. ;

Trade Topics. 

In its August report on crop conditions 
the department of agriculture reduces ma- 
terially the principal grain crops of this 
country. Statisucian Hyde egtimates the 
wheat yield at 333,400,006 bu, an av- 
erage of 12.3 bu per acre. This average per 
acre is precisely the same.as that of the 
}9u2 crop, but the area harvested this yeur 
is 6,427,400 avres smaller than that of last 
year. It appears probable the statistician 
cut the 7./ condition of July down tw 
about 70 to aliow for the damage that 
occurred to the Kansas and Nebraska crops 
by the heavy rains of early July. It will 
be remembered that he said in his Jvly 
report tnat this report “relates to vondi- 
tions on July 1, and takes no note of the 
effects of storms that have occurred in 
certain states since that date.”” He un- 
doubtedly has taken the damage by these 
storms into consideration in his August re- 

ort. In figuring the winter wheat crop on

QUESTION SUICIDE THEORY. 
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Investigation to Be Made Into Death 


of California Heiress. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—It has been de- 
cided by Coroner Scholer to hold an in- 
quest Friday into the cause of the death 
of Miss Bertha Marine Dolbier, a young 
woman from San Francisco, who was kilied 
July 9, by a fall from the ninth floor of 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel and whose hotei 
bequeathed her entire estate, valued at $1,- 
000,000, to Miss EB. M. Warren. A coroners 
physician, who performed an autopsy called 
the case one of suicide. 

Miss Warren, sole witness of the tragedy 
and life-long friend and constant compan- 
ion of Miss Dolbier, is in California and 
her testimony in the form of an affidavit 
will be read to the jury.
